eminent servant, a sum equivalent to his pay plus allowances 
for the period by which the notice actually given to him 
falls short, of three months may be paid to lnm -it the 
same lates at which he was di awing them immediately be- 
fore the termination of his services, and iF he is entitled 
to any gratuity such gratuity shall not be paid for the 
period in respect of ’which lie receives a sum in lieu of 
police".

No* F.9'16/58-HJ .“^Whereas, considering the great impor- 
tance of teaching Hindi on scientific lines as also producing 
efficient Hindi teachers and providing facilities for research 
in Hindi teaching, it is deemed necessary to take steps for 
the improvement of arrangements for the training of Hindi 
teachers and finding solution to allied problems, especially 
connected with the teaching of Hindi to non-Hindi speaking 
students. 

The Government of India consider it expedient to establish 
a Ken dtiy a Hindi Shikshaka Mahavidyalaya with a view to 
training Hindi teachers, providing facilities for research in 
Hindi leaching, as also for the study of advanced Hindi 
literature and comparative Philology of diffeient Indian 
languages. 

It is, therefore, hereby resolved as follows: - 

1* A. Kendnya Hindi Shikshaka Mahavidyalaya (herein- 
after referred to as the Mahavidyalaya) shall be 
established forthwith. 

2. The administration of the Mahavidyala\a shall be 

vested in the Kendriya Hindi Shikshaka Man dal, 
which will have full powers to manage the institution. 

3. The composition of the Mandal as also its Governing 

Council shall be as follows:— 

(i) Chairman to be appointed by the Central Govern- 
ment.. 

(li) Two representatives of the Government of India, 
one of whom shall be the Deputy Financial Advi- 
se i attached to the Ministry of Education. 

(Til) Thirteen members nominated by the Ministry 
of Education, Government of India, including two 
members of Lok Sabha and one of Rajya Sablia. 
(iv) Representatives of 17 voluntary organisations work- 
ing for promotion of Hindi. 

4. The Chairman and the members of the Governing Coun- 
cil tfhall hold office for a term of 5 years subject further to 
the condition thaL they will hold such office during the 
pleasure of the nominating authority or the authority which 
they are representing. 


5. The following shall be the office bearers of the Mandal:— 

(a) Chairman; 

(b) Financial Adviser; and 

(c) Director, who will be ex-officio Secretary of the 
Governing Council and the Managing Committee. 

6. The Director of the Mahavidyalaya shall be appointed 
by the Ministry of Education, Government of India, on such 
Lerrna and conditions, as may be prescribed by the Governing 
Council. 

7. The Governing Council shall make rules and regulations, 
for the conduct of its business and foj the management of 
the affairs of the Mahavidyalaya. 

2> Ordered that a copy of tki* Resolution be publiihed In 
the Gazette of India and communicated to all concerned.
